Dear  NSU  Alumni: 


Northwestern  State  University  alumni  should  be  proud  of  the  academic 
achievements  that  are  taking  place  at  their  Alma  Mater.  Many  of  those  accomplish- 
ments in  NSU  classrooms  and  laboratories  are  receiving  national  attention. 

The  university's  development  last  fall,  for  example,  of  teaching  circles  as  a 
faculty-initiated  approach  to  the  improvement  of  instruction  has  been  cited  in  a  report 
w  ritten  by  the  president  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching. 
The  publication  was  distributed  nationwide. 

In  the  report  entitled  "Scholarship  Reconsidered."  Ernest  L.  Boyer  called  for 
greater  recognition  of  teaching  as  an  academic  pursuit  equal  to  research  and  focused 
attention  on  an  innovative  teaching  approach  at  Northwestern.  The  report  is  available 
through  the  Princeton  University  Press. 

In  a  feature  article  in  the  national  report,  the  New  York  Times  stated.  "The 
report... supports  the  creation  of  systems  to  evaluate  teaching — using,  for  example, 
"teaching  circles"  in  which  five  or  more  faculty  members  gather  to  review  and  assess 
good  teaching  practices.  Such  a  system  is  now  used  at  Northwestern  State  University 
in  Louisiana." 

Dr.  Stan  R.  Chadick,  professor  of  mathematics  at  Northwestern,  conceived, 
developed  and  implemented  the  concept  of  utilizing  faculty  teaching  circles  to  im- 
prove teachers'  instructional  progress  in  the  classroom. 

Northwestern's  debate  team  is  also  bringing  positive  national  recognition  to 
the  university.  At  the  end  of  the  fall  semester,  the  NSU  team  was  ranked  13th  in  the 
nation  by  the  Cross  Examination  Debate  Association,  which  includes  more  than  300 
universities. 

Most  members  of  the  team  are  underclassmen,  which  suggests  that  the  North- 
western debaters  will  continue  their  success  over  the  next  few  years.  At  a  recent 
junior  varsity  division  debate  competition.  Northwestern  finished  ahead  of  such 
schools  as  UCLA.  Cornell  and  Stanford. 

I  am  certain  Northwestern  alumni  share  the 
pride  of  students,  faculty  and  staff  in  our  debate  team. 

Northwestern's  joint  venture  project  with  the 
National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  con- 
tinues to  focus  favorable  nationwide  attention  on  the 
university.  Four  NSU  faculty  members  work  directly 
with  the  space  center  in  the  academic  program,  and 
high  school  seniors  are  now  being  recruited  to  become 
NASA  Scholars  at  Northwestern  next  fall. 

Scholarships  will  be  awarded  to  the  incoming 
freshmen  to  participate  in  the  research  that  is  being 
conducted  by  NSU  on  data  from  space  explorations  as 
part  of  the  cooperative  program  with  NASA. 

The  university  is  also  planning  a  space  camp 
for   high   school   students   this   summer   as   part   of  a 
new  summer  enrichment  series  that  will  include  academic  enhancement  programs  in 
various  areas  of  specialization  such  as  theater  and  space  studies. 

Northwestern's  Scholars'  College  is  also  engaged  in  numerous  innovative 
instructional  and  research  programs  that  enhance  the  academic  prestige  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

Visit  the  campus  and  share  the  excitement  of  these  academic  advancements 
and  progress  that  is  taking  place  in  other  areas  of  the  university.

The  word  is  out^or  rowers,  there 
are  probably  no  better  water  condi- 
tions in  the  country  than  those  found 
at  Natchitoches,  Louisiana.

"It's  ironic  that  the  Ivy  League 
schools,  where  competitive  rowing  is  so 
popular,  have  some  of  the  worst  waters 
for  rowing,"  said  Gene  Jeffords, 
Northwestern's  Assistant  Director  of 
Leisure  Activities  and  rowing  coach. 
"They  are  iced  up  in  the  winter.  On 
the  open  water,  high  winds  can  wipe 
out  practices  and  competitions.  And 
many  of  the  teams  row  on  rivers, 
where  they  have  to  fight  currents.  No 
wonder  they  love  it  here." 

"Here""  is  the  combination  of 
Chaplin's  Lake.  Sibley  Lake,  and  Cane 
River  Lake.  The  big  attraction  is  Cane 
River  (no  one  uses  the  full  name),  which 
is  an  oxbow  lake  left  over  when  the  Red 
River  changed  course  many  years  ago. 


This  quiet  waterway  is  about  100  yards 
wide  and  some  35  miles  long. 

"We've  rowed  on  Cane  River  in 
40  mph  winds  before,"  said  Jeffords. 
"You  can't  do  that  anywhere  else. 
Here,  you  get  a  small  chop,  but  no  real 
waves.  And  if  you  should  get  into  trou- 
ble, you're  always  near  the  shore." 

It's  the  great  water  conditions  that 
this  year  will  bring  Purdue,  Washburn, 
Drake,  and  Ohio  State  universities  to 
spend  one  or  two  weeks  at  Northwestern 
for  spring  training.  These  visits  give 
Northwestern's  rowers  the  opportunity  to 
train  with  and  compete  against  experi- 
enced teams. 

"Our   rowers   have   to   pay   their 
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own  way  to  out-of-town  competitions." 
said  JetTords.  Consequently,  they  could 
not  afford  to  visit  ail  the  teams  they  train 
with. 

Northwestcrn's  nminy  projjram 
con.sists  of  three  parts:  compctiti\e. 
recreational,  and  disabled.  Ihe  pro- 
gram for  disahled  students  allows  those 
with  physical  disabilities  to  participate. 

.Some  students  don't  want  to 
take  on  the  discipline  oC  competition, 
but  they  want  to  row.  For  them,  the 
recreational  rowing  program  is  per- 
fect. Naturally,  some  who  beyin  as  rec- 


reational rowers  wind  up  competing  on 
the  team. 

ihe  N.Sl'  rcming  team  is  made  up 
of  26  members  and  five  ahernales.  split 
roughly  in  half  between  girls  and  boys. 
Anyone  who  wants  to  be  on  the  team  can 
be.  li\eryone  races,  according  to  Jef- 
fords. 

The  boats^or  shells— are  stored 
at  the  old  dairy  barn  on  campus.  He 
would  like  to  get  a  boat  dock/storage 
building  for  the  team,  but  Jeffords  said 
that  will  ha\e  to  come  alter  they  get  new 
equipment.

Rowing  equipment  can  be  expen- 
sive. A  new  shell  can  cost  up  to  $16. (KX). 
and  oars  can  cost  $250  each.  When  it  was 
getting  started,  the  team  had  no  mone\  to 
buy  equipment,  so  they  had  to  rely  on 
donations.  NSU  got  some  help  Irom  the 
team  at  Tulane  vvhich  donated  a  lour-man 
boat. 

"About  all  \ou  can  sa\  about  that 
boat  was  that  it  tloated."  said  Jellords. 
"We  had  to  patch  it  with  80  pounds  of 
fiberglass  so  we  could  use  it."  The  team 
got  an  eight-man  boat  from  Texas  and 
later  purchased  an  18-year-old  wi>oden 
boat  for  training  purposes. 

"Those  are  j»ood 
boats,  but  these  days 
the\"re  usinj;  lijihter,  hi<»h- 
tech  materials  such  as 
ke\lar  and  composite 
jiraphite,"  said  .Jeffords. 
*'\ll  the  advances  in  boat 
designs  come  from  aero- 
space development."

comv  far  m  a  short  tune. 

The  row  ing  team 
formed  itself  m  1988  even 
though  it  didn't  have  a 
coach.  Jeffords  was  a  pro- 
lessor  at  the  tune  and  volun- 
teered his  services  when  he 
coukl.  mainly  on  the  week- 
eiuis  .About  75  students 
wanted  to  be  on  the  team, 
but  the  lack  of  equipment 
caused  an  inmiediate  prob 
lem.

"Wc  had  to  turn  a  lot  of  people 
away  because  we  had  so  tew  boats,"  said 
Jeffords.  "It  was  very  discouraging." 

Those  students  who  stuck  with 
the  team  were  glad  thc\  did. 

"It  was  exciting  to  be  a  part  of  a 
new  endeavor,"  said  Eliza  Brittain,  a 
senior  social  works  major.  ''Vm  a  wa- 
ter rat.  It  seemed  like  a  lot  of  fun  and 
all  my  friends  were  a  part  of  the 
team." 

Being  part  of  the  rowing  team  re- 
quires much  work.  The  team  practices 
twice  a  day  for  9()  minutes,  with  the  first 
practice  beginning  at  6;00  a.m.  Brittain 

has  learned  the  advantages  of  the  work.

"Being  on  the  rowing  team  has 
built  my  self-esteem,  and  I  have 
learned  responsibility,"  she  said.  "The 
greatest  thing  has  been  building  lasting 
friendships.  There  are  so  many  differ- 
ent personalities  here,  .so  you  have  to 
learn  about  each  other  and  work  like  a 
team." 

Enthusiasm  helped  the  team  get 
on  its  feet  despite  a  lack  of  money.  The 
team  was  able  to  set  some  support  from 
the  NSU  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion which  funded  a  coaching  position 
and  purchased  some  equipment. 

The  team  still  needs  more  boats 
and  oars  to  replace  the  outdated  ones 
they  are  using.  They  also  want  to  buy  a 
truck  and  trailer  to  transport  the 
equipment  when  the  team  travels  to  re- 
gattas. The  rowing  team  doesn't  re- 
ceive any  money  from  the  university, 
leaving  the  funding  burden  on  the 
team. 

"Dr.  Alost  has  been  very  support- 
i\c.  He  likes  life-long  activities  and  sup- 
ports that.""  said  Jeffords.  "(Vice 
President  of  Academic  Affairs)  Dr.  Gra- 
ham has  also  been  very  helpful.  He  used 
to  live  in  Boston,  so  he  knows  the  sport. 
All  the  faculty  and  staff  that  have 
watched  us  work  out  seem  to  appreciate 
our  efforts.  The  people  in  Natchitoches 
have  also  responded  positively  with  sup- 
port."" 

Undaunted,  Jeffords  has  cre- 
ated a  new  rowing  event  that's  getting 
the  attention  of  the  rowing  community 
nationwide.  Last  year  he  staged  the 
first  Marathon  Rowing  Champion- 
ships, held  on  Cane  River.  The  event  is 
marathon  length — 26  miles,  385 
yards — and  can  be  run  on  Cane  River 
without  turning  around. 

"We  had  entries  in  singles,  dou- 
bles, four-man  and  eight-man  boats." 
said  Jeffords.  "Everyone  had  a  great 
time,  and  they  wanted  us  to  do  it  again." 

This  year  the  Marathon  Rowing 
Championships  will  be  held  on  Novem- 
ber 9.  Northwestern  is  seeking  sponsor- 
ships and  television  coverage. 

"The  rowing  team  has  come  a 
long  way  since  1988.  We've  had  only 
one  full  year  of  competition,  and  we've 
beaten  Purdue  and  Tulane.  The  team 
will  continue  to  win.  If  we  can  increase 
our  funding,  there  are .  no  limits  to 
what  we  can  do."

the  only  available  building  on  campus.  The 
museum  already  has  spent  $79,000  on  resto- 
ration of  the  building,  according  to 
Southerland.  The  monev  came  from  insurance 
on  museum  items  lost  in  the  fire  which  de- 
stroyed Calilwell  Hall  I'nlortunatcl},.  the  in- 
terior of  the  gym  still  needs  nui|or  repairs 
which  have  been  estimated  at  costing 
$700,000  to  complete 

The  museum  ci)iiniiittec  plans  to  seek 
help  from  the  Louisiana  leszislature.

Kate  Chopin  spent  many  vears  in  Nat- 
chitoches Parish  and  in  New  Orleans.  Her 
works  vividiv  portrav  the  distinctive  Creole 
and  Cajun  atmosphere,  language,  and  cus- 
toms of  the  Cane  River  region. 

Chopin  began  writing  in  the  189()s 
and  gained  national  recognition  as  a  short 
story  writer  with  her  collections  Bayou  Folk 
(1894)  and  A  Night  in  Acadie  (1897).  She 
had  written  about  l(K)  short  stories  when  her 
major  work.  The  Awakening,  was  published 
in  1899.  Critics  called  the  novel  a  brilliant 
piece  of  writing,  but  they  were  scandalized  by 
her  heroine's  actions. 

Chopin  introduced  subjects  that  were 
taboo  lor  her  time.  Her  major  characters  were 
vMimen  dealing  with  interpersonal  relation- 
ships, trving  to  balance  realitv  and  desire.  She 
was  praised  for  her  talent  but  condemned  for 
her  subject  mailer 


loil.iv.  K.iic  Chopin  is  vievsed  as  a 
eontempoi.irv  lemmist  writer  whose  wxirks 
bnllumilv  articulate  .in  intelligent,  sensitive 
woman's  experience  of  life. 

Chopin  wn>te  about  "regional  "  prob- 
lems m  search  of  general  truths,  and  her  treat- 
ments of  ordinary  people  in  evervdav  life  were 
true  prolrayals  of  universal  human  nature.  Her 
works  aie  read  and  studied  inicrnaiionallv.

returned  to  the  Russell  Li- 
brary at  Northwestern 
State  finally  made  it  back 
to  the  library  on  Feb.  6. 

That's  not  unusual 
except  that  the  books  were 
due  on  Dec.  7.  1948. 

The  six  books  cover- 
ing sports  and  World  War  II 
topics  were  mailed  anony- 
mously to  the  library  from 
St.  Joseph.  MO  in  three 
separate  envelopes. 

Fines  on  the  over- 
due books  at  the  current 
rate  would  total  $17,500. 
The  maximum  collectible 
fine  is  $25. 

"Collecting  the 
fines  isn't  really  our  con- 
cern," said  Dr.  Ada  Jarred, 
the  Director  of  NSU's  Wat- 
son Library,  the  university's 
current  main  library. 
"We're  just  glad  to  get  the 
books  back." 

The  books  were 
thought  to  be  lost  forever 
and  were  withdrawn  from 
the  library's  collection  in 
1950. 

"We're  going  to 
have  to  recatalogue  each  of 
the  books,"  said  NSU  Col- 
lection Development  Li- 
brarian Jan  Samet.  "When 
those  books  were  checked 
out.  we  were  on  the  Dewey 
Decimal  System  and  now 
we're  on  the  Library  of 
Congress  system.  We're  go- 
ing to  have  to  decide  what 
to  do  with  these  books."

Air  Corps  in  1942.  He  worked  in  radar  counter  measures  (jam- 
ming enemy  radar),  and  was  stationed  in  Texas.  Wisconsin, 
Illinois.  Florida,  the  Philippines.  Luzon.  Okinawa  and  Tokyo. 


Militate  service  in  his  family  dates  back  to  the  Civil 
War.  His  mother's  grandfather.  Captain  Leopold  Caspari.  was 
instrumental  in  getting  the  state  to  build  a  normal  school  for 
teachers  in  Natchitoches  in  1884. 

Cpt.  Caspari  was  in  the  Louisiana  Legislature  when  a 
bill  providing  for  the  establishment  of  the  school  was  intro- 
duced. The  legislature  appointed  a  committee  to  decide  the  lo- 
cation of  the  institution.  He  helped  convince  the  committee  to 
build  at  Natchitoches  by  having  the  railroad  extended  to  Natchi- 
toches from  Cypress  so  that  students  could  get  to  school. 

Sutton  has  a  1913  Potpourri  which  was  dedicated  to  his 
great  grandfather-  "The  Father  of  the  Normal  School."  Cas- 
pari's  saber  rests  on  a  wall  in  Sutton's  office.  A  street  on  the 
Natchitoches  campus  is  named  for  the  man  who  was  responsi- 
ble for  the  institution's  birth.

A  pilot.  Ilighl  instructor,  anesthelisi.  nurse  and  world  traveler, 
this  196.1  Northwestern  graduate  tried  to  retire  about  1 1  years  ago,  but 
it  didn't  work  out.  Alter  leavmg  the  Louisiana  .Stale  Uni\ersit\  Medi- 
cal Center  in  Shrcveport,  she  visited  more  than  46  countries,  but  was 
still  looking  lor  challenges.  She  recenlls  began  working  pari  lime  at 
Brentwood  Hospital  in  Shreveport. 

As  much  as  she  enJoNs  nursing  anil  iia\e!ing.  Creger's  Inst 
love  has  always  been  aviation 

During  World  War  II.  she  ueni  lo  work  ai  Douglas  Aiivi.ili  m 
Oklahoma  at  night  and  took  Hying  lessons  during  the  da\  in  order  lo 
qualilN  tor  the  Women  Air  Force  Service  Pilots  (WASP)  program. 
Creger  was  one  of  2.'i.(KX)  women  lo  apply  for  the  WASP  program,  one 
of  1,830  to  be  accepted  and  one  of  1.074  to  graduate. 

WASPs  flew  planes  from  faclories  to  bases  or  from  base  to 
base  in  order  to  free  male  pilots  for  tlui\  overseas.  The\  tlevv  fighters 
and  bombers,  including  the  P-5\.  P-47.  P-.18.  P-6.  and  the  B-29.  ac- 
C(>rding  to  Creger. 

In  1944,  she  was  assigned  to  the  Waco  Army  Airfield  to  teach 
instrumeni  Hying  to  cadets.  When  the  WASP  program  was  disbanded 
later  that  year,  the  eager  pilot  tried  to  get  to  Ijigland  lo  i\\  Spitfires. 
Hovsever,  the  Briiish  consulate  in  Chicago  stopped  her  b\  saying  the 
British  would  noi  .lilow  her  lo  llv  their  planes. 

Soon  alter,  at  age  2S.  Creger  entered  nursmg  school  at  the 
University  of  Houston  and  completed  three  \ears  of  studies.  She  later 
served  in  the  Air  Force  Nursing  Corps  since  she  was  still  hoping  for  a 
chance  lo  lly.  However,  she  was  injured  while  lilling  a  palieni  ami  was 
forced  out  of  the  corps. 

After  attending  Ba\lor  UnuersiiN  and  becoming  an  anesihe 
list,  Creger  went  lo  work  at  I.SUMC.  She  began  siud\ing  nursing  at 
NSU  in  1961 .  Ihough  carrying  a  lull  class  load  and  working  lull  lime, 
she  obiain  her  BSN  in  196.V 

In  May,  1990,  she  i(»ined  a  group  of  WASP  selerans  who  ii.i\ 
eleil   lo  the   Soviet    Union   lo   meet    with   the   Soviet    Niiilii    Wiiches. 


World  War  II  lemale  pilots  who  tlew  small  planes  equipped  with 
bombs  over  the  enenn  lines  at  nighl  German  soldiers  gave  them  their 
title. 

American  women  were  not  allowed  to  tlv  combat  missitins. 

Creger  is  one  of  live  siblings  and  remembers  her  mother  as  a 
very  ambitious  woman. 

"We  were  alwavs  taught  to  expect  the  best  even  though  mv 
familv  was  not  weaithv,"  she  recalled.    "Mv  lamilv  was  ver\  religious."

All-Anieriean 
sprinters  at  Northwestern,  have  been  repiaeed 
by  the  Demons"  eurrent  erop  of  qiiartermilers. 

But  Fred  Thompson.  John  Tappm. 
Clarenee  Wahers,  Shane  Abernathy.  Adrian 
Hardy.  LaMark  Carter.  William  Smith  and 
Randy  Wright  are  all  young  and  relatively  in- 


experieneed  eollegiate  runners.  Still  Demon 
coach  Leon  Johnson  looks  to  the  group  as  the 
strongest  part  of  his  program. 

"Sprints  and  jumping  events  are  go- 
ing to  be  our  main  events."  Johnson,  who  en- 
teis  his  ninth  season  at  Northwestern,  said. 
"We  may  not  be  quite  as  good  individually  as 
we  were  last  year  but  team-performance  wise 
we'll  be  just  as  good  as  last  year." 

Thompson  and  Tappin.  both  football 
players  at  Northwestern,  turned  out  the  best 


returning  times  last  season  in  the  lOOm.  A 
safety,  Thompson  turned  in  a  10.34  to  win  the 
Demon  Relays  while  Tappin.  an  All- 
Southland  Conference  receiver,  was  second 
with  a  10.61. 

Thompson  and  Hardy  have  both 
shown  the  ability  to  run  longer  races  as  well. 
Thompson  placed  in  the  200m  at  the  Meet  of 
Champions  with  a  21.84  while  Hardy  finished 
fourth  in  the  400m  at  the  NLU  Indian  Invita- 
tional. 

Walters,  a  junior  out  of  Shreveport, 
had  one  of  the  best  times  of  last  season  when 
he  finished  fourth  in  the  400m  in  the  South- 
lantl  Conl'erence  Championship  with  a  47.91. 

The  group  will  also  form  the  Demon 
relay  teams  with  any  one  of  the  Demons  capa- 
ble of  running  in  the  4x  100  and  4x400. 

Bui  regardless  of  who  else  is  in  the 
relays.  Northwestern  will  look  to  Thompson 
to  run  the  anchor  leg  in  both  races. 

"It's  something  he  did  for  us  last  year 
and  he  did  it  all  through  high  school." 
Johnson  said.  "That's  experience  you  can't 
trade  for."  In  the  jumps,  the  Demons  will  also 
look  strong  with  Walters.  J.S.  Eldridge,  (an- 
other football  player).  William  Smith  and  Erie 
Lancelin. 

Eldridge  had  a  team-best  2.^-6  Va  in 
the  long  jump  while  Smith  posted  a  2.^-3  '/:. 

Lancelin's  51-0  '/;  in  the  triple  jump 
was  good  enough  to  win  the  NSU  Invitational 
while  he  finished  secinid  in  the  high  jump  at 
the  NLU  Indian  Invitational  with  a  6-1 1. 

But  after  that  things  get  tricky  for  the 
Demons.  Northwestern  has  no  experience  re- 
turning in  the  middle  distances.  Freshmen 
Billy  Gaines  and  Mike  Batiste  are  among 
those  Johnson  will  turn  to. 

"They're  making  a  tremendous 
amount  of  progress."  Johnson  said.  "But 
we're  very  inexperienced  in  that  range." 

In  the  longer  distances,  things  get  a 
little  better  with  Mark  Troxler.  the  only  senior 
on  the  squad,  and  Paul  Neyman  returning.

Liter  last  year\  iccdixI  sctlmj:  38-13 
season,  people  are  asking  what  the  North- 
western State  baseball  team  can  do  for  an  en- 
core. The  answer  is  simple:  win  the 
Southland  Conference  championship. 

The  Demons,  behind  second-) ear 
coach  Jim  Wells,  are  out  to  pnne  that  last 
year's  record  and  the  national  defense  title 
were  no  fluke. 

Last  season,  the  Demons  won  the  na- 
tional defense  title  with  a  fielding  percentage 


of  .^81.  Northwestern  also  finished  the  sea- 
son iliti  in  pilching  uith  a  3.02  earned  riui 
average. 

The  Demons  lia\e  had  a  difficult 
schedule  this  season,  including  games  with 
Houston.  Southeastern,  and  Louisiana  State 
tv\  ice.  Lamar  three  times,  a  four  game  series 
with  Louisiana  Tech  and  a  single  game  with 
Nicholls.  Southwestern,  and  New  Orleans. 
Northwestern  also  plays  an  18  game  schedule 
against  SLC  opponents. 

"It  will  be  tough  to  accomplish  what 
we  did  last  year,  due  to  the  tougher  schedule 
and  we  ha\e  had  to  save  our  most  reliable 
pitchers  for  the  conference  games."  said 
Wells. 

This  year's  squad  is  without  the  ser\ 
ices  of  second  baseman  John  Surane  and  pit- 
cher centerfielder    Ke\  in    Berry,    who    were 
drafted  at  the  end  of  the  1990  season  and  were 
hig  ke>s  to  the  Demons'  success  a  year  ago. 

■John  and  Kevin  played  a  big  role  for 
us.  and  it  will  be  tough  to  replace  them.  With 
the  exception  of  Surane.  everyone  returns  in 


the  infield  We  are  stronger  in  the  outtleld  this 
season  Our  outfield  was  weak,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Berr\  in  center."  said  Wells. 

Returning  to  the  infield  are  senior 
third  baseman  Deon  Montgomery,  who  was 
first  team  All-SLC  last  year  and  led  the  team 
in  hitting  with  a  .311  batting  average:  senior 
Jay  Williams,  who  suffered  back  problems  at 
the  end  of  the  1990  season,  has  returned  at 
shortstop:  while  junior  Larry  Ross,  who  hit 
for  a  .296  average  has  returned  at  first  base. 
Both  senior  Jim  McCarthy  and  sophomore 
Skip  Sharp  are  handling  the  catching  duties 
while  Ireshman  Greg  Briggs  is  filling  the  hole 
at  second  base. 

In  the  outfield,  where  the  Demons 
lack  experience.  Wells  has  started  from 
scratch,  but  feels  that  it  will  be  more  talented 
than  last  year. 

"We  ha\e  had  to  start  o\er.  Berry 
made  some  ke\  pla\s  in  center  for  us.  and  it 
will  be  hard  to  make  up  for  his  loss,  but  as  a 
wiiole.  we  have  some  good  talented  players. 
ihe\  just  lack  collegiate  experience."  said 
Wells. 

Among  those  talented  pla\ers  in  the 
outfield  are  freshman  Wil  Delafield  and  |un- 
ior  college  transfers  Brian  Carlin.  Ke\  in 
Hartsburg.  and  Mark  Lipa. 

Wells  has  attempted  to  do  the  same  as 
he  did  in  his  first  season,  and  that  was  to  find 
three  solid  pitchers  for  conference  games. 

"It  has  been  important  that  we  find 
three  pitchers  that  we  could  rely  on  for  con- 
ference games  and  work  with  the  others  so 
they  can  develop  and  be  elfecti\e  during  the 
non-conference  games. 

One  pitcher  that  Wells  has  counted  on 
is  last  year's  SLC  Newcomer  of  the  ^'ear.  jun- 
ior Skip  Madden,  who  posted  an  8-1  record 
and  recorded  nine  saves.

into  the  season,  Northwestern's  Lady  Demon 
track  team  will  rely  on  a  throng  of  young 
sprint  and  distance  runners  to  power  them 
through  the  season. 

Defending  Southland  Conference 
champion  shot  putter  Peggy  Lewis  and  vet- 
eran distance  runner  Kate  Christmas  will 
guide  the  youthful  team,  which  second-year 
coach  Chris  Maggio  believes  has  the  talent  to 
improve  on  last  year's  eighth  place  finish  in 
the  SLC  outdoor  championships. 

"We  knew  coming  into  this  year  we 
would  have  some  strength  in  our  quartermi- 
lers.  and  cross  country  showed  us  this  fall  our 
distance  runners  were  capable  of  being  very 
competitive,"  Maggio,  a  Natchitoches  native 
who  ran  track  for  Northwestern,  said.  "We're 
going  to  be  weak  in  our  field  events,  though. 
In  indoor  there  are  only  four  events  and  we 
should  be  pretty  fair  in  the  shot  put  and  the 
high  jump." 

Lewis  and  rcdshirt  junior  Janice 
Miller  have  already  shown  they  can  get  the 
job  done.  Miller,  who  missed  last  season  with 
a  stress  fracture,  cleared  5-6  in  the  high  jump 
at  the  Arkansas  Indoor  Invitational.  Lewis  set 
a  school  record  in  the  shot  put  with  a  throw  of 
47-5  '/4  and  won  the  SLC  crown  with  a  mark 
of  47-1  '/4. 

In  the  sprints.  Maggio  may  have  to 
look  no  further  than  Regina  Shaw,  after  enjoy- 
ing an  impressive  freshman  season  which  saw 
her  rewrite  school  records  in  the  200m,  400m 
and  800m. 

"Regina  had  a  great  freshman  sea- 
son." Maggio  said.  "With  conditioning  she 
can  get  back  into  form.  She  has  the  ability  to 
get  points  for  us." 

Shaw,  along  with  Alicia  Cousins,  An- 
drea Webber  and  Delona  Pennington  set  a 
school  record  in  the  4x4(X)  relay  last  season 
with  a  time  of  3:52.66.  All  return  to  this 
year's  squad  in  addition  to  Kim  Harris. 

Cousins,  Webber  and  Diane  Dubay 
will  also  make  up  the  bulk  of  the  Lady  De- 
mons' middle-distance  runners.  Dubay 's 
2:28.79  in  the  800m  was  second  on  the  team 
last  season  behind  Shaw's  school-record 
2:23.52. 

In  the  distance  events,  Christmas  will 


lead  a  young  group  that  has  learned  from  a 
year's  experience. 

The  group  showed  what  they  were  ca- 
pable of  at  LSU's  Tiger  Tracks  Open  where 
four  of  the  top  five  finishers  in  the  1500m 
were  Lady  Demons. 

Junior  Becca  Hayes  won  the  event 
with  a  mark  of  4:56.57,  a  school  record,  fol- 
lowed by  Webber's  4:56.68.  Sonya  William- 
son finished  third  (4:59.20)  and  Dubay 
rounded  out  the  powerful  showing  with  a 
fifth-place  5:20.10. 

"Our  girls   are   capable   of  running 


good  times,  but  when  they  get  up  against  big 
schools  that  can  run  maybe  a  minute  faster, 
then  they  get  nervous,"  Maggio  said.  "This 
season  they  have  got  to  understand  they  need 
to  stay  within  their  plans.  I  think  the  experi- 
ence of  last  year  will  show  that." 

In  the  heptathlon,  Northwestern's  Tif- 
fany Freddie  returns  from  her  fourth-place 
finish  in  the  SLC  championships  last  year. 
Freddie,  who  totaled  4,306  points  in  that 
meet,  also  had  the  team's  best  javelin  throw  of 
the  season  with  a  loss  of  107-6.

And  the  achievement  Brian 
Brown  cherishes  most? 

It  came  on  May  18,  1990.  when 
he  walked  onto  a  stage  in  Prather  Coli- 
seum and  received  his  bachelor  of  sci- 
ence degree  in  industrial  technology  from 
Northwestern  President  Dr.  Robert 
Alosl. 

In  three  years  at  Northwestern. 
Brown  made  an  incredible  climb  into  the 
highest  circles  of  track  and  field.  He  had 
never  cleared  7-feet  in  his  specialty,  the 
high  jump,  before  becoming  a  Demon. 

He  won  the  1989  USA/Mobil 
Outdoor  title  with  a  leap  of  7-7 'A.  A  lit- 
tle over  a  half-year  later,  he  won  the  1990 
NCAA  Indoor  championship  by  clearing 
7-8. 

While  he  was  makmg  such  a  re- 
markable upward  progression,  he  was 
taking  care  of  his  business  in  the  class- 
room 

When  discussing  his  goals  lor  the 
1990  spring  season  with  a  reporter. 
Brown  made  it  clear  what  his  priorities 
were. 

"in  this  (inlcr.  I  want  to  izraduate 


on  May  18.  and  do  my  best  at  the  confer- 
ence meet.  After  that.  I  will  try  to  win 
the  NCAA  Outdoors."  he  said. 

Brown  didn't  disappoint.  Just  over 
two  days  alter  getting  his  degree,  he  had 
a  sensational  showdown  with  Southwest 
Texas  State's  Charles  .Austin  at  the  South- 
land Conference  Championships.  In  front 
of  Austin's  home  crov\d.  the  two  friends 
put  on  a  show.  Brown  bowed  out  after 
clearing  7-.^  and  just  nudging  the  bar  oii 
at  7-7.  Austin  skied  to  a  winning  7-8.5. 

At  the  NCAA  Outdoors.  Brown 
earned  his  sixth  straight  All-America 
award  (making  him  a  perfect  6-for-6  in 
earning  All-America  honors  by  finishing 
in  the  top  six  at  NCAA  meets),  coming  in 
fifth. 

"Brian  is  a  super  kid  and  a  tre- 
mendous competitor."  said  Northwestern 
track  and  field  coach  Leon  Johnsi>n. 
"He's  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  I 
wish  I  had  him  for  four  more  \ears.  He 
has  been  an  .Ml -.American,  a  two  time 
national  champion  and  he's  earned  a  de- 
gree in  industrial  technology.  That  makes 
it  a  complete  package,  just  exactlv  what 
\oii  dream  for  in  a  student  athlete  " 

Brow  n"s  senu>r  seast)n  was  capped 
b\  two  prestigious  honors.  The  Louisiana 
.Athletic  Directors  Association  voted  him 
the  states  .Athlete  o\  the  ^'ear  .Awaid  tor 
mens    track    aiul    field      Ihc    Louisiana 


Sportswriters  Association  named  him  the 
states  Outstanding  Field  Hvent  Per- 
former. 

At  the  LADA  Awards  Banquet  in 
Baton  Rouge.  Brown  was  chosen  to  speak 
on  behalf  of  all  o\  the  male  award  win- 
ners. He  delivered  a  heartfelt,  moving  re- 
sponse which  earned  a  standing  ovation 
from  the  120  people  in  attendance. 

It  v\as  a  proud  end  to  a  truly  out- 
standing career  at  Northwestern,  but  it 
v^asl^t  the  end  oi  Browns  competitive 
dav  s . 

He  spent  last  summer  ci>mpeting 
on  the  Mobil  Grand  Prix  international 
circuit,  a  series  of  competitions  through- 
out Hurope.  He  finished  eighth  in  the 
high  jump  point  standings,  qualifying 
him  as  one  o\  the  eight  finalists  for  the 
Grand  Prix  1990  ChampuMiships  in  Na- 
ples. Italv.  In  that  meet,  he  finished 
eighth. 

The  New  Ibcria  native  |i>ined 
1988  Olvmpic  silver  medalist  Holiis 
Conv^ay  as  the  onl\  two  .Americans  to 
qualify  for  the  Grand  Prix  Champion- 
ships. That  establishes  Brown  and  Con- 
wav  as  two  of  the  fa\orites  to  claim  one  i>f 
the  three  spots  on  the  1992  IS  Olxmpic 
Team .

(NCAA),  Northwestern  State  University  is  required  to  abide  by  a  set  of  regula- 
tions that  govern  the  conduct  of  intercollegiate  athletic  programs. 

Everyone  involved  in  the  operation  of  Northwestern's  athletic 
program— administrators,  coaches,  student-athletes,  and  boosters— need  to  be 
aware  of  the  regulations  that  apply  to  them.  The  NCAA  has  encouraged  ath- 
letic programs  to  use  alumni  publications  to  communicate  applicable  rules  to 
those  people  considered  to  be  boosters. 

As  a  general  principle,  the  NCAA  considers  alumni  of  a  university  to 
be  a  '"representative  of  the  institution's  athletic  interests"  (booster).  The 
NCAA  prohibits  "'boosters'"  from  being  involved  in  the  recruiting  of  prospec- 
tive student-athletes  to  attend  Northwestern  State.  Simply  put,  the  NCAA 
makes  recruitment  of  prospective  student-athletes  the  sole  responsibility  of  our 
coaches.  The  only  recruiting  activity  that  a  booster  should  be  involved  in  is  to 
recommend  prospective  student-athletes  to  a  member  of  our  coaching  staff. 

The  problems  that  "boosters"  have  caused  at  universities  across  the 
country  have  received  widespread  publicity.  Your  support  of  all  the  athletic 
programs  at  Northwestern  State  is  vital  to  our  continued  success.  At  the  same 
time,  your  knowledge  of  NCAA  rules  is  important  to  the  well-being  of  our 
program.  Please  take  a  moment  to  pay  special  attention  to  information  that 
appears  in  this  and  other  Northwestern  publications.
